CoiiUMBtrs, O., Jan. 22.—In the Ohio 
oenste this morning, the qnestion'belDg 
on the approval of the journal, which 
' was tabled by adjournment yesterday 
morning, the president held it was reg- 
nlarly before the senate fo, approval and 
that the proceedings only were tabled. 
An appeal was taken from the decision 
of the chair and sustained. The journal, 
of Wednesday did not therefore come up 
for approval. 


General Kennedy, the president, rose 
to a qnestion of privilege and in a long 
statement, citing authorities as to the 
scope of his duties as presiding ofScer, 
announced that he would perform the 
duties in accordance with the law and 
precedents, regardless of the rules that 
had been adopted by the majority up- 
holding him in his constitutional rights. 
The statement went to the committee on 
privileges and elections. 


The feeling grew intense and while 
numerous motions and appeals were be- 
ing made the lieutenant governor 
put 
the motion and declared the senate re- 
cessed. 


President pro tern O'NieU took the 
chair and the democratii then reversed a 
part of the proceedings which had been 
had although it did not reconsider the 
minority report and the senate adjourn- 
ed till 4 p. m. Monday. 
There is a con- 
flict of authority. 


The house committee on invalid pen- 
sions to-day agreed to report favorably 
the bill to extend the limitation clause 
of the arrears of the pension act to 
January 1, 1888. 


WASHINGTON. 


A<!tiTe Work in B o t h House« To- 
day.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—The presiden- 
tial count bill was considered in the sen- 
ate yesterday. 
Mr. Sherman pointed 
out facts in the bill, and suggests that 
disputed returns be settled by joint vote 
of both houses. 
Mr. Edmunds objected 
to the senate yielding its legislative su- 
periority. 


Later the committee on privileges and 
elections made a report asking further 
authority to make an investigation, and 
the minority of the committee made a 
report that the committee be released 
from further consideration of the con- 
tested cases, and that the matter be 
brought before the senate. 


On the adoption of the minority report 
and all other motions relating thereto, 
the chair held that the four Hamilton 
county members could not vote. The 
demócrata refused to vote on any ques- 
tion and the chair declared the report 
adopted by seventeen republican votes, 
aa that would be a majority under his 
ruling.

AN EXPLOSION 


Entombs Thirty-Seven Miners by 
Stopping up the Pit.

WHEEIIING, Jan. 22.—At 2:45 yester- 
day afternoon, an explosion occurred at 
the coal mine near the city, which filled 
up the mouth of the mine, with debris, 
shutting off the means of escape of the 
miners, who were at work in the mine. 
It is supposed that thirty-seven men are 
imprisoned and it cannot be aacertained 
whether they are alive or not. 
Up to 
midnight none of them have been res- 
cued, although a big force of men are at 
work trying to efltect their rescue. 


The scenes at the shaft were heart- 
rending. 
Fathers, mothers, wives and 
children linger in groups; Adth pallid 
faces anxiously waiting some tidings 
from their loved ones, which will either 
bring them hope or end their suspense. 


NO BODIES HAD BEEN DISCOVERED. 
The shook was heard ten miles away. 
It is now supposed that thirty-seven 
men are imprisoned, and the prevailing 
oppinion is that all are dead, although 
a few miners express the hope that some 
of them may have escaped the efiects of 
the explosion, and have been able to 
reach a place free from the fatal black- 
damp, which always follows an explo- 
sion of this kind. The following is a

Malice is said to be 
essential to an action for lib^, but it is 
malice in a special and technical sense, 
which exists in the absence of lawful ex- 
cuse, and where there may be no spite 
or ill will or disposition to injure others. 
Every publication 
having the other 
qualities *of a libel, if wilful and un- 
privileged, is iu law malicious. 
The 
publication of words actionable in them- 
selves is sufficient evidence of legal ma- 
lice. 
Legal malice exists when a wrong- 
ful act is done intentionally. 
The pro- 
prietor of a newspaper, whether a nat- 
ural person or a corporation, is liable 
for a libel contained in the paper though 
without actual knowledge of the Hbel 
until after the publication." 


EEOENT years have been unusually 
prolific in discoveries of the remains of 
the prehistoric inhabitants of England 
An interesting discovery of the kind has 
lately been made in the valley of the 
Ancholme, near Brigg, in Lincolnshire 
Some laborers, who were excavating 
brick earth, came upon a corduroy road 
at a depth of some seven feet below 
the surface. 
Above the road is a 
stratum of six feet of clay, and upon 
the clay lies a layer of peat. It ia 
known that this peat has occupied its 
present position for considerably more 
than a thousand years, a Koman road, 
which is still in good order, crossmg it. 
The newly discovered track is formed 
of huge oaken beams, which are fast- 
ened into the glacial drift beneath by 
means of oaken pins; and it is believed 
by geologists who have visited the exca- 
vations that these timbers were laid 
down at least ten thousand years agp' 
The track seems to be about a mile in 
length, but whither it led and what was 
its use, are questions which are scarcely 
likely to be solved.

The great 
city of the lakes is noted for its novel 
and stupendous 'enterprises. 
Its ele- 
vators, railway depots, water-works, 
and "coraers" are the "biggest" things 
of the kind in the known world. But 
Chicago is not haj)py. It has plenty 
of flat prairie land and a vast unsalted 
sea to the east, but nowhere in sight 
is there an island. Now an island is, 
above all things, the pet delight of the 
average man and woman of Chicago; 
and so as nature has been niggardly 
in this respect, a new artificial island 
has been projected at a point about a 
mile distant in Lake Michigan from the 
Chicago shore. It is to be forty acres 
in extent, and will have a hill for a hotel 
in the center, which will be at least 
fifty feet above the water line, and will 
afford a magnificent view of the lake 
and city. 
The land is to be formed of 
sand and clay dredged from the lake. 
On the shore side is to be a land- 
locked harbor of seven acres, to admit 
lake craft of any size. 
The island is to 
be guarded by a breakwater seventeen 
feet in height. 
The lake at this point 
is eighteen feet deep. It is expected 
that this will be the great pleasure 
resort of the Western country duringf 
the summer season. It will be another 
Coney Island, but without the clams, 
salt water, or the surf. The cost of 
this improvement will be over $2,000,- 
000. Now that it has an island, Chicago 
ought to Jiave a chain of mountains, 
not so remote as the Rockies. If near 
enough to tliis enterprising city, the 
range would cut ofl;' the northwestern 
storms that are so chilling, uncomfort- 
able, and sometimes destructive. Seri- 
ously, this project for an island shows 
great enterprise on the part of the Chi- 
cago peojile, a,nd will tindoubtedly pay 
expenses. 


THE American and English commit- 
tees have almost finished their labors in 
the revision of the Old Testament.

tians what they never intended to re- 
turn, but they asked for and received 
gifts, not loans. "'Joseph's coat of many 
colors" will be a long tunic. 
"Judg- 
ment also will I lay to line, and right- 
eousness to the plummet," will be, "I 
will make judgment for a line and 
righteousness for a plumb-line." "In my 
flesh shall I see God" will be, "yet out 
of my flesh shall I see God."

Could those who entertain a morbid 
sympathy for the "poor hunted out- 
aws," Jesse and Frank James, have an 
experience such as Arthur C. McEnight, 
the once famous "Boy Orator," whose 
remarkable talents received a recognition 
unequaled in the history of any youth of 
this or any other country, such sympa- 
thy would quickly transform itself into 
utter abhorrence and hatef ul detestation. 
Since the death-dealing bullet of the 
'Outlaw King" pierced the body of the 
defenceless boy on Missouri's blood- 
stained soil, a shattered frame and hope- 
lessly cebilitated body have been his 
allotment of earth's joys. 


The last orations he ever delivered, 
were before the legislature of Missouri, 
the day before he met the blood-thirsty 
gang, that ended his eventful career and 
blasted his earthly life.

THE LAW OF LIBEL. 


Justice Tnmkey in his opinion, in tho 


case of Hope vs. Neeb, says thai "any 
malicious publication written, printed or 
painted, which by words or (signs tend 
to expose u person to contempt, ridicule, 
hatred or degradation of character, • is a 
libel,'and the person libeled may re- 
cover damages unless it be shown that 
the publication was true or that it was 
justifiably made. 
Malice is said to be 


essential to an action for libel, but it is 
malice in a special and technical sense, 
which exist* in the absence of lawful ex- 
cuse, and wbere there may be no spite 
or ill will or disposition to injure otliers. 
Every publication 
having the other 


qualities of a libel, if wilful and un- 
privileged, is in law malicious. 
The 


publication of words actionable in them- 
selves is Hullicient evidence of legal ma- 
lice. Legal malice exists when a wrong- 
ful act is done intentionally. 
The pro- 


prietor of a newspaper, whether a nat- 
ural person or a corporation, is liable 
for a libel contained in the paper though 
without actual knowledge of the libel 
until after tho publication." 


EKOEST years have been unusually 


prolific in discoveries of the remains of 
the prehistoric inhabitants of England 
An, interesting'discovery of tho kind has 
lately been made in the valley of the 
Ancholme, near Brigg, in Lincolnshire 
Some laborers, who were excavating 
brick earth, came upon a corduroy road 
at a depth of some seven feet below 
the surface.

stratum of six feet of clay, and upon 
the clay lies a layer of peat. It is 
known tliat this peat has occupied its 
present position for considerably more, 
than a thousand years, a lloman road, 
which is still in good order, crossing it. 
The newly discovered track is formed 
of huge oakeu beams, which are fast- 
ened into the glacial drift beneath, by 
means of oaken pins; and it is believed 
by geologists who have visited tho exca- 
vations that these ^timbers were laid 
down at least ten thousand years ago- 
The track seems to be about a mile in 
length, bu{ whither it led and what was 
its use, are questions which, are scarcely 
likely to be solved.

vators, railway depots, water-works, 
and "corners" are the "biggest" things 
of the kind in the known world.

It has pleuty 
of flat prairie land and a vast unsalted 
sea to the 'oast, but nowhere in sight 
is there an island. Now an island is, 
above all things, tho pet delight of the 
average man and woman of Chicago;

Tho lake at this point 
is eighteen feet deep. It is expected 
that this will be :the great pleasure 
resort of the Western country during 
the summer season. It will be another 
Coney Island, but without the clams, 
salt water, or the surf. The cost of 
this improvement will be over $2,000,- 
000. Now that it has an island, Chicago 
ought to have a chain of mountains, 
not so remote as the Bookies. If near 
enough to this enterprising city, the 
range would out off the northwestern 
storms that are so chilling, uncomfort- 
able, and sometimes destructive. Seri- 
ously, this project for an island shows 
great enterprise on the part of the Chi- 
cago people, Mid will undoubtedly pay 
expenses.
